WHY CHILDREN ARE SO OFTEN | 
STOLEN FROM THEIR HOMES, | 


People AMicted with a Menta! Derange j 
ment Which Prompts Them to the Com- | 
mission of the Crime—Celebrated Cases, | 
Inctuding That of Charley Ross. |

Why are children stolen? Not many 
of them are kidnaped in the hope of pe 
cuniary reward. Cases of this sort, such 
as the Charley Ross abduction, are rare. 
Revenge may be the mutive in «xception- 
a) instances, but usually it turns out that 
the parents of the stolen child were ut 
terly unknown to the abductora. Thas 
the incentive isa pure love for children 
and the desire to have a child is dis 
proved by the fact that nine times in ten 
the stolen one is wofully abused and 
maltreated. Probably the most satisfac- 
tory explanation is that certain people 
are a‘Tevtud by a peculiar mental de 
ranzewcot which prompts them to the 
commission of the crime without malice 
aforethought. It is. in fact, child klep 
tomania, although this peculiar phase | 
of mania has not been dignitied with a , 
ecientilic name of its own in the bouk. 

NOT OFTE™ FOR LOVE. 

Even this theory falls short when we 
think of the numerous cases in which, 
without apparent motive, two or three | 
persons unite to do thestealing. They 
cannot each be afflicted simultaneously | 
to such an extent. 

That a child stolen by a partially insane 
person should be inhumanly treated is no 
cause for wonder: it naturally follows 
that any cne with so distorted a sense of 
right and wrong, necessarily without @ 
moiety of love or feeting, would not be 
capable of tenderness or even considera 
tion. 

In 1815 a child named Lambert was 
stolen from her parents in Baltimore by 
& younz woman, apparently sane, purely 
because she wanted it to keep. She was 
arrested a few days later, and the child 
was found mangled and bleeding, and 
almost dead. The evidence showed that 
the child had been maltreated ‘because 
it wouldn't walk fast enough.” 

Of course, there are m: ay cases when 
the aliluction is due to abnormal love 
and yearning, pure and simple. A well 
known judge the other day said: “Last 
summer | sent my family to England. 
My little girl, 4 years old, being too 
young to stand the trip, was placed in 
the care of a friend of mine, whore 
family consists of a wife and one child. 
When the folks came back in the autumn 
1 went to get the child, but do you think 
he was willing to give her up? Not much. 
He said: ‘I've had this child six months 
now, and I don't propose to part with 
You have a large family, and can 
just as wel! spare that little girl as not. 
Now, if you go to law about it and re- 
cover the child, 23 1 suppose you can, I 
shall regard you as unworthy of respect 
and will never speak to vou as Jong as J 
This from a friend of years stand- 
ing! He was in earnest, too. I ulti- 
piately got the child, but my friend and 
L are stranjers yet.” 

NOT YET FORGOTTES. 

Any mention of child stealing always 
recalis the (harley Russ case. So cele 
brated was the affair that now, sixteen 
years after, it has not toa great degree 
faded out of the popular mind, though

Christian K. Ross lived in a handsome 
dwelling, isolated by a large yard. in 
Germantown. a Philadelphia suburb. 
One July afternoon all of the family bap- 


| pened to Le absent save two young broth- 


ers, aged 4 and 8 years. They were play- 
ing together in the front street when two 
men drove up in a covered waguun. One 


| of the men jumped out and addressed 
| the little boys, offered them candy, and 
‘finally pursuaded them to take a ride. 


After driving a short distance the elder 
brother was given some money and sent 
on an errand for more candy. He re- 
turned in a few minutes, but the wagon 
had dixappeared, and Charley Ross has 
not been seen to this day. The crime was 
committed to extort a ransom for the re- 


| turn of the child, but the abductors’ fear 
| of capture was so great that no agree- 
| ment between them and the father was 


ever successfully carried out. The search 
for the missing child was pursued un- 
ceasingly and thoroughly. Prominent 
Philadelphians interested themselves in 
the matter, and seemingly no stone was 
left unturned. Countless trips were made 
to Europe, every gypsy camp in the world 
was ecarched; the identity of over 400 
children was investigated, but without 
avail. Two men were fatally shot while 
committing a burglary on Long Island 
the following year. and while dying con- 


| fessed that they had stolen thechild, but 


did not divulge its whereabouts. 

A third conspirator was subsequently 
convicted of cowplicity and sentenced to 
a longterm in prison, ing his in- 
nocence and denying all knowledge of 
the affair. It is the popular theury thas 
the abductors. at last tinding themselves 
clage pressed, murdered the child. Mr. 
Ross is living down at Germantown, &

RIVER FISHERMEN. 


Mabite of » People That Enjoy ite te | 
and Out of Seasvn—Semething Abset | 
the Metthiumnls of Catching Red Horse, 
Mud Cats aad Rafaloes. 


When the snows have melted off the , 
mountains and the waters have become 
warmer; when the buds of the red

line. 2nd as most people are unfamiliar 
wiih ich a method of fishing U-will ex- 
ploi: he consists of @ long tar enameled 
cotte Veord, about a quarter of an inch 
in Cuckoess, and it reaches across, OF 
pearls sccoss, the river. Dangling from 
it. at « distance of a vard or 60 
are coovt dinen lines or linking. 
are cupplicd with one or more hooks, 
each of varying sizes. One fisherman 
gener: ty lias four or five such linee and 
witiadip net and catch net his outfit is 
‘The cip net isa fine me ihed 
conuivance, with # frame shaped like 
the I-ttev D, the part of the frame corre 
spd i tu the perpendicular stroke ia 
the je: cr resting on the ground. The 
net issiioved up the mouths of springs, 
crow as, orcuches, ete., and is designed to 
take in al! crawfish, minnows a 1d other 
uaforte. wie small fry which unluckily 
fallin te way. The catch net isan in- 
strument, with the use of which nearly 
every o:. + is familiar. 

The Lost and favorite bait is small, 
tender crawfish, or “‘craws,” as they are 
called. These the giant red horse, the 
red tincced sun perch, the mud cats, the 
flounderin : buffalo and their kindred of 
the finny tribe take with avidity. An- 
other reason for the popular use of this 
article for bait is the fact that it cannot 
be nibbicd oF by the sundry minnows, 
charlies and wolly hogs that alwa,s in- 
fest baited grounds. Tad poles, bull 
frozs. molls hogs, rot guts, grubs, grass 
hofpers and eel meat all make very 
tempting bait. 

Some fish, as for instance the buffalo 
and the red horse, require a special line 
and aspecial hook. The buffalo line is 
short and very strong. and is provided 
with specially made buffalo huoks. The 
red horse always swallows the bait. and 
hence it needs a very slender hook. The 
fishermen, as a rule, are very expert in 
their profession. 

The hunter and trapper make wood- 
craft a fine art. They have the habite 
and peculiarities of the river designers. 
They know the singular traits of the 
black perch; have watched and studied 
the drum in all characteristic doings. 
They listen, perhaps, with a pleasurable 
emotion to his weird yet realistic drum- 
ming under the gliding keel of the 
yawl. They aro naturalists in ao true 
sense of the word. 

FRESH WATER PEARLS. 

People who have dealings with coun- 
try storekcepers may have noticed @ 
statement on their letter heads, to the 
effect that they buy and sell fresh water 
pearls. Tie river fishermen are the men 
that collect this new article of com- 
merce. In some counties in the “back 
country” statistics show that the pearl- 
ing industry has done more to enrich 
certain counties than any other com- 
merce. 

The fishermen cinoose 8 mussel bed of 
the desired quality and then begin the 
work of opening mussels. The most 
favorable localities are generally in the 
neighborhood of finesand and shallow 
water. The pearl is formed, according 
to the discovery of the river naturalists, 
by fine sand, working in between the 
glands of the mussel's biceps which pro 
duces a secretion that ultimately results 
ina pearl. A perfect pearl is smooth, 
opaque and hari. Their value depends 
upon their clearness and “grain.” 

The fisherman himself, however, is 
more worthy our attention. [is optim- 
iam is ever topmost; his good natureand 

ity are characteristic. Times may be 
hard with the bricklayer, the carpenter, 
and the farmer, and the markets are 
aiwarsopen for fish,and when an un- 
grasonabie time comes, he knows of its 
coming. aud can, if he wish, prepare 
for it.
